public until several hours after his 
death although suspicious signs about 
his palace had led to many rumors 
during the last few days. He suffer- 
ed an internal hemorrhage Sunday 
which was the 
immediate cause of 


death. 


For the last 10 years, his health, 


which broke under the strain of n 
five-year banishment to Siberia in 1887 
under the Czarist regime, had forced 
the marshal to take extra care and 
frcnquent rest cures.
